The siiKRcstlon was to piny Mitchell compass

whist for threo sessions, nnrt then to play tho
finals on Hnfforil'a system, tho debt highest
scores In tho compass (tamos to bo eligible

Tho defects of this system wero oastly recos- -

nlitil, nml tho commlttoo at IliifTalo wisely

changed It. tt Is now ecttlod that tho prelim-

inary rounds will bo played on tho Howell sys-

tem for mot Init tho plnyors, bo that each pair
will meet every other, but Instoad of taking tho
maximum scoro on tho hand as Its possibility,
each doal will bo considered a match, and those
mttlnif moro than tho pornno will bo credited
with match won, tho best matr.ii vcoroattho

nd deciding tho wlnnors.
Thcro 1' probably no Bubjoot which, Is at-

tracting so much nttentlon nmonc,whlst play-

ers as tho rouiptrath-- merits of. tho various
ijttcms for determining the results In pair
playing. Thcro Is an undoubted projudlco
against tho Howell Bystomof scoring; partly
because ctcrjthliiR appears as a loss, and tho
largest pains do not show on the scoro shoot at
all, and partly bocnuso thero seems to bo bo

much luck In certain pairs escaping tho big
"killing"-- In somo matchos theso run Into
largo figures. At tho Whist Club, on Jan. 1U,

the difference bctw ecn maximum and minimum
en twenty-tw- doals was slxty-Qv- o tricks.

Almost every club In tho country Is experi-
menting with Bomo chango In tho method of
scoring pairs, hut nono of them seem to havo
reached any dcflnlto conclusion ns to which Is

the bC6t. In sotno casos careful comparisons
hare been mado by tho whist committee, and
the results havo been tabulated and presented
to the members In order to allow thorn to voto
for tho ono they liked best. This was done at
the Whist Club of New York at tho nd of tho
first pair tournament, and it was voted to

ore by avcragos In futuro, as will bo dono at
the next congress. Somo of tho results discov-
ered by theso comparisons woro very curious.

Threo ways of ccorlng wero tried on each
match. First, tho Howell method, taking tho
maximum on. each hand and charging up tho
losses. Second, calling each band n match,
and averaging its value disregarding tho deci-
mals, so that If a hand ivm 1.3 ono w ay and 4.7
the olhor. It was cftllcl mi 8 by 5 hand. Every-
thing abovo tho average was called n match
won, and tho exact averago was called a half.
Third, the decimals wero preserved in every
hand, and each pair was charged with Its
gains and losses In tricks and tenths. When
the top scoro was a tlo on tho socond system,
the decimals were referred to to Bcttlc tho tlo,
bat only for those pairs.

It was found that tho averaging system was
the easiest and quickest tor tho scorers, unloss
the decimals had to ho gono Into to settle tics.
This sometimes mado very surprising changes.
On Jan. 27 two pairs tied for tho top score with
eleven matches each. On counting up tho actual
trick score by decimals, it was found that ono

I had beaten tho other by 5.8 tricks. This led to
on examination of all tho scores on tho deci-
mal plan, and It was found that tho pair that
had tied for first prizo would havo been In sov-ent- h

placo on tho decimal system. This was
found extremely tedious, for it took two
hours to figure out tho results for twelve pairs.
But It had tho merit of proving itself, and
showing that overvthlng had been corroctly
scored and averaged, which is not tho case with
cither the Howell or tho match system.

Hero are tbn results of two gnmes of twelvo
. pairs each, showing tho changes that would

take place in the standing of tho pairs if the
scores were comDutcd on different systems.
The numbers are thoso of tho pairs, and their
rank is shown by tholr order, Uioso nt tho top
of the column being tho first:

select ' coromltteo of two verson,one represent-
ing tha interests of each competitor, and lot this
coibtnlttoo shuffle and deal tho hands, turning
up tho tramp and giving tho tray to the roferea
to bo taken Into tho room nnd playod, Aftor
tho play has beon recorded, let this committee
sort out tho band again .from tho recording
blanks, which are divided Into suits, trans-
posing tho trump suit and changing tho plain
suits In such n manner that tho tramp on tho
overplay shall do clubs Instead of hearts, that
apadoj shall bo diamonds, and diamonds clubs,
still retaining tho oxact rclativo voluo of tho
hands. This would completely dlsgulso tbs
hand, unless It was nn awful fronk, such ni nine
trumps In ono hand or nono of a suit in two
hands, or smoothing of that kind.

ln order to avoid chnnglng tho direction of
the arrows, tho newly sorted hand could bo put
In n tray which would reverse tl.o position of
the deal, while lenving tho arrows pointing In
tho samo direction. Ily this means It would
bo Impossible for tho players to tell when they
wero playing nn original doal. and when It was
nn overplay, and It would not be ncccssnry to
piny the whole scries of hands boforo ovrrplnj--lii-

any of them, for tho comtnltteo could rond
In somo ovcrplnys bcfnro halt tho originals had
been played. No notlco would Iki taken of tho
numbers on Iho trnys, and only four trnys ncod
bo used, Just cnoiiuh to secure tha proper rota-
tion of tho doal. Tnrmoy's slips should 1 used
In order to provent tho players from keeping any
record of what was niacin on any hand, nnd tho
result would not be announced until tho match
was over.

Tnrc SVN bollevcs that this will bo found
about ns good n way ns any of fettling tho ques-
tion of supremacy between pairs, itnd respect-
fully suggests that it bo given n trial. If four
pairs ontcrcd nt tho snnio tlmo, ench could piny
a match of sixteen deals against tho others nnd
tho reforoo could chnngo thorn around after
every four hands, so that they would not know
when they wero playing original deals or what
was happening to them.

CONCKItNlNH SHOTS.
It hns lately bocomo much tho fashion for

plavors to tnko long shots on certain hands,
nnd when tho aim Is well takon they frequently
bring down big gamo. Tho trouble with most
shot plnyors is that thoy do not cxcrclso good
judgmont in selecting tlin hnnds uiion which
they tnko long chances. Tho general prtuclplo
of shot plnjs is that If you don't hit tho mark
you don t lose anything but a cartridge, which
may bo nn ncu or n long tramp. Most persons
seem to think, hoivcvcr. that a shot is trj lng to
hit tho mark when your partner is directly ln
the lino of tiro. Tho oxcitcmont to them seems
to bu in soolng whether they can hit tho bulls-ev- o

without killing their partner, when one of
thoso two things must happen.

Tho ruling prlnciplo of shot plnys is that thoy
should not bo undertaken except with hands
which nro practically dead unless they lit tho
murk and will not loo much If they miss It.
As nn Illustration, tnko tho following, which
was playod In tho match betweon tho Knicker-
bocker Whist Club nnd H tat en Island on Jan.
28. . dealt and turned tho heart nco. Thoni-Bo- n

Y Z win twelve tricti.
Trick .'A knows that A docs not uso Ameri-

can lends, thereforotho king of dianonds must
be with cither Y or B, nnd it is an oven chanco
that Y will win tho second round of tho suit.
A studied somo tlmo ov cr his discard, Intend-
ing at first to throw a spado, honing A would
tnko It for his weak Bait and lend a spado If he
switched at nil. Then ho thought A might
sco through tho blurt and lead a club, so ho
concluded to play It straight.

Trick 5. Curiously enough, up to this point
tho p'ay.wns exactly tho tnmo at three tablos,
but at each tablo '. followed n different courbo
from this on. At ono ho led tho nco of trumps,
in order to catch ono of H's, intending nftor-war- d

to forco tho other and with his
long trump, making nil tho spades. At another
tabic Z kept both his trumps, and proceeded
to forco with tho spades, trumping himself In
again and catching It's last trump. In both
instances Y Z mado six tricks only, because the
spado queen stopped the spado suit after tho
truniDs wero gone, and brought in all tho dia-
monds and clubs.

In tho play given 'A. recognizing that tho
hand was a shot, and knowing that ho had noth-
ing to lose, as bo should mako his trumps nnd
at least two spado tricks at any tlmo, deter-
mined to risk everything on getting his part-
ner Int3 tho lead again to come through with
his small trump, for Y must have the four or
tho three, unloss II had flvo originally, in which
case It docs not matter what '. does. It is pain-
ful lo think of whnt would bavo happened If
A had put up tho queen of spades second hand.

Trick 1. If Y puts tho aco on tho jack, his

grcnt spade suit is absolutely dend, brrnusohe
has no except in tho suit itbolf. H's
putting tho king on his partner's Jack clearly
marks him with either no more, or only ono
Email.

Trick 2. Tho load of tho club lock will savo at
lcnBt n trick, and inako it very dltllcult for Y 7.

Trick 3. Z hns nothing in his hand to Justify
a leud of trumps, nnd dlolikos very much to
lead away from his major tenuco in clubs. With
the wholo heart suit probably against him, ho
sees nothing hotter than to establish tho ten of
spndos by loading tho queen. Y ennnot afford
to win tho qucon and lend trumps, because tbo
only spades remaining unplaycd nro tho eight
and ton, and If tho ten docs notfali this time
the wholo spado suit is shut out.

Trick 4. It did not take Z long to roillzo tho
possibilities of his partner's hand, andhnmndu
sure of two rounds ji trumps immediately, af-
terward taking tbt third.

Trick 7. Thero 1 j nothing bettor than to get
that trump out of tho way at onco. for aftor It
Is gono A must elthor como up to Z's tennco In
clubs or lead a diamond for him to rutT. Tho
rest is easy.

THE PACERS ARE STAYERS.

Tnr.Y krbp vi' man speed ik
THE FASTEST ItACES OK XECOltD.

e Tjpe Improved In Conrornmtlo, Ao-lli-n,

una Kndurmnre-a- tr Painter's Ursat-t- t
ruwe Tbs Fastest Fourth Heat CsntMt

Wen by Rsbrrt J. Ilreeilln or Vlanor.
Tho controversy recently started In tho horse

world respecting tho rclativo stamina of tho
Amorlcan trotter and tha English thoroughbred
hns brought tho admirers of tbs pacer to tha
front with a claim that tho d "side-wheele-

Is ns stout and as gamo as tha best of
tho horso kind. Every e turfman can re-

member when tho very word pacer was deemed
to bo a synonym for softness, or lack of stamina
nnd ondurance. Thero wero many notablo ex
coptlons, but pacers In general wero unlvor
sally regarded as To say that
a trotter was a converted pacer or that
ho had 0, pacing cross ' closo up In his
pcdlgrco was almost equivalent to saying that
bo could neither go a dlstnnco nor repeat, It
loworod his market vnluo materially and oven
Influenced tho betting in races of dividod heats.
Tho pacor of that porlod, liowovor, was a vastly
different horso from tbo latcrnl-gattr- harness
horso of His pedlgroo goncrally traced
strnlght lo " tho woods." In conformation ho
was narrow in tho forehand, with a light mid-dl- o

ptocc, cut up ln tho flank, a drooping rump,
nnd weak-lookin- g hind parts. His gait was
shuffling, with n pronouncod swaying motion of
tho body from sldo to sldo when at speed, thus
adding to tho handicap of defective conforma-
tion that of tiring action.

With tho advent of tho trottlng-bro- pacor
this typo has nearly dlsapooarod from
tho turf. Moro than 00 per cent, of tho winners
of tho present day aro just ns well bred as tho
trotters, tracing in nearly all cases to trotting
families of recognized prominenco on both Bides
of tho house. Tbo family of Ucorgo Wilkes,
which furnishes moro winners among tho trot-tor- s

than any other, also gives to tho turf moro
fast pacers; full brothers of this tribe, llko the
trotter Myron McHcnry, 2:15-:- , and tho pacor
John It. Gentry, 2:00Hi, frequently gaining rec-

ords at tho two different gaits. Although cer-

tain students of tho brooding prob-
lem maintain that trottlng-brc- d horses paco

"structural incongruity," or, in other
words, on account of tholr conformation, tho
most experienced turfman or tralnor would not
attempt to tell from tho conformation of a
horso standing still whether ho would start oil
on a trot or a paco. So far as tho oyo can per-
ceive, thcro is not much, if any, difference be-

tween tho structure of tho modern pacer and
that of tho trotter. Tbo drooping rump, high
xvlthors, light waist, and othor distinguishing
characteristics in tho conformation of tho old.
" brush-bre- " rackera of thirty years ago havo
pretty noarly disappeared, and tho typical trot-
ting brod pacer of Is just about as l,

lovol, and substantial in structuro as
tho trotter. His gait is Ukcwiso an Improve-
ment on that of tho o typo. Much of the
swaying body motion has been lost, and tho
action is moro nearly straight ahead and direct,
Ilka that of tbo trotter.

To this improved action, conformation, and
brooding of tho present-da- pacer, horsemen at-
tribute much of tho suporlor stamina which is
claimed for him. A comparison of tho best
pacing races on record for three, four, live, and
six boats, with trotting races of tho samo class,
indicates that tho pacer can hold his own for
repeating capacity. Tho credit of tho fastest
threo heats on rocord is pretty evenly dividod
between Star Pointer, l:5l)M, nnd John It.
Gentry. S:OOH. At Floctwood Park. Sept. 2,
181)0. Gentry defeatod Frank Agan, Robert J.,
and Star Pointer ln 2:033t. 2:034. 2:03i.
tho aggrcgnto timo of tho three miles
being 0:104. At Mystlo Park, Boston,
about two weeks nftorwnrd, Stor Pointer
bent Frank Agan nnd Hobert J. in 2:023. 2:03a,
2:031i, a total of 0:01)31 for tho threo miles. Both
performances wero mado over Blow tracks, and
when tho tlmo of tbo fastest heat was tho best
record of tho n Inner. Gentry's has tho merit of
Bhonlng Improving speed as the race progressed,
hut Star Pointer's aggregate and averago tlmo
is a fraction faster and stands as tho best on
record. Tho Tonnessco champion failed to Im-
prove it last j oar in his sorlos of races
against Joo Patchon. While tho averago
time of tho threo heats Is 2:03'j. or
four seconds Blower than tho best tlmo
that Star Pointer has made for a single mile,
AUx, 2:031i, tbo champion trotter, has tohor
credit throe heats which averago 2:051i, or only
two seconds slower than her best record for a
single miio. Between tho fastest and tho slow-
est hoats of tho best trotting raco on record
there is n difference of only ono socond, with
tho last bent tho fastest of tho three. Star
Pointer's champion raco shows a difforenco of a
Bccond nnd n quarter between tho fastest boat,
which was the first one, nnd tho slowest beat,
whlchwas tho last one. ho that tho compari-
son ln tho caso Is clearly In favor of tho trotter.

Hut tho followers of the circuit would prob-
ably agrco that threo heats In 2:03M is hardly
tho limit of Star Pointer's spocd nnd stamina.
Ho paced a first beat in 2:02 last yoar. a socond
heat In 2:031i, and a third heat in 2.003. but In
each raco tho averago for threo heats was
slower than that of 1800. Star Pointer Is ono
of tho few pacing brod pacers on tho turf. His
sire, Drown Hal, 2:12c., bcld tho champion
paring rocord for stslilons In 1880, nnd he was
a full brotbor to I.ittlo Drown Jug, 2:113t,
holdor of tho world's record for pacers fifteen
years ngo. Snccpstnkos, tho dam of btar
Pointer, is also tbo dam of Hal Pointer, who
lowered tho world's record to 2:05'4 In 1802.
